Johnny  and  the  Hurricanes 
To  Be  at  Back-to-School  Dance 


Instrumental  recording  stars 
Johnny  and  the  Hurricanes 
have  been  contracted  by  the 
Union  Board  to  play  at  the 
Back-to-School  Dance,  7:30-11  p. 
m.,  Saturday,  in  Lamkin 
Gymnasium. 

Totally  unknown  in  July, 
1959,  Johnny  Paris,  leader  of 
the  instrumental  combo,  took 
his  group  to  Detroit  for  an  audi¬ 
tion.  They  were  immediately 
signed  by  the  Warwick  label. 

“Crossfire,”  the  group’s  first 
recording,  sky-rocketed  and  be¬ 
came  one  of  the  country’s  best 
sellers.  Within  six  months  the 
group  was  being  featured  on 
extensive  one-night  stand  con¬ 
cert  tours  plus  top  television 
and  radio  shows.  Bookers,  disc 
jockies,  and  newspaper  column¬ 
ists  throughout  the  country  had 
dubbed  them  one  of  the  best  in¬ 
strumental  groups  in  America. 

More  smash  records  follow¬ 
ed.  "Red  River  Rock”  became 
a  top  seller  in  America  and 
England.  This  was  followed  by 


“Reveille  Rock,”  "Beatnik 
Fly”  and  a  rousing  revival  of 
“Down  Yonder.”  Then  came 
Rockin’  Goose”  and  a  modern 
interpretation  of  “Ja-Da.” 

Also  included  among  the 
group’s  list  of  hits  are  “High 
Voltage,”  “Salvation,”  “What¬ 
ever  Happened  to  Baby  Jane,’* 
“James  Bond  Theme,”  “It’s  a 
Mad  Mad  Mad  Mad  World,” 
and  “Money  Honey.” 

Johnny  and  the  Hurricanes 
have  toured  49  of  the  50  states, 
excluding  only  Alaska.  They 
have  also  played  in  Australia, 
the  Fiji  Islands,  New  Zealand, 
England,  Germany,  France, 
Denmark,  Switzerland,  Sweden, 
Ireland,  Scotland,  and  Mexico. 

At  22,  Johnny  Paris,  saxo¬ 
phone  player,  has  become  one 
of  the  most  successful  young 
instrumental  stars  in  the  world. 
Paris’  first  and  last  love  is  his 
music  and  his  group.  Whenever 
he  has  spare  time  to  devote  to 
his  avocation,  it  is  spent  with 
his  specially-built  hot  rod  cars. 
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Psychology  Major  Created 
To  Meet  Changing  Demands 


“A  great  shortage  of  psy¬ 
chologists  in  academic,  clinic¬ 
al,  and  industrial  fields  has  re¬ 
sulted  in  a  great  demand  for 
psychology  majors,”  according 
to  Dr.  Donald  Smith,  chairman 
of  the  Northwest  Missouri  State 
College  Psychology  De¬ 
partment. 

■  To  meet  this  demand,  NW¬ 
MSC  is  now  offering  a  major 
in  addition  to  the  minor  in  the 
Bachelor  of  Arts  and  Bachelor 
of  Science  degrees.  With  this 
expansion,  new  courses  have 
been  included  in  the  curricu¬ 
lum,  teachers  have  been  added 
to  the  staff,  and  a  new  exper¬ 
imental  laboratory  has  been 
planned  for  completion  in  the 
fall. 

Experimental  psychology, 
statistics  in  psychology,  andi 
history  and  systems  of  psychol¬ 


ogy  are  some  of  the  new  cours¬ 
es  to  be  offered  this  fall  semes¬ 
ter.  The  laboratory  will  be  used 
mainly  with  t’>e  experimental 
psychology,  but  it  will  be  open 
for  use  by  any  of  the  instruct¬ 
ors.  In  the  near  future  the. lab¬ 
oratory  will  be  equipped  with 
a  soundproof  booth,  cages, 
mazes,  and  other  equipment. 
Human  and  animal  subjects 
will  be  used  if  possible  to  gain 
knowledge  firsthand. 

Wayne  Van  Zomeren  from 
the  University  of  Nebraska  will 
be  in  charge  of  the  laboratory 
and  experimental  psychology. 
Additional  members  of  the  staff 
in  the  psychology  department 
include  Dr.  Wanda  Walker,  Dr. 
Howard  George,  Dr.  Marshall 
Tackett,  Dr,  Richard  Quinn, 
Dr.  Lawrence  Zillner,  and  Dr.

Many  Northwest  Missouri 
Stale  College  students  are  en¬ 
lightened  and  aided  by  the  ex¬ 
perienced  service  and  counsel¬ 
ing  of  the  deans  and  other 
leaders  on  campus. 

Dr.  Charles  Thate,  dean  of 
administration,  has  been  on  the 
staff  here  since  1960  and  has 
served  as  a  dean  since  1964. 
Among  his  responsibilities  are 
serving  as  admissions  officer, 
being  it  charge  of  registration, 
schola'  lie  records,  personnel 
records,  publications,  gradua¬ 
tion  check  sheets,  and  degrees 
and  certificates. 

Dean  Thate  is  a  liaison 
officer  with  the  State  De¬ 
partment  of  Education  for 
the  certification  of  various 
degrees,  is  in  charge  of  the 
assignment  of  classrooms, 
and  supervises  computing 
of  the  faculty  load. 

Dr.  Leon  Miller  serves  as 
Dean  of  Instruction.  Among  his 
duties  are  the  superivsion  of  in¬ 
struction  and  the  development 
of  activities  that  will  improve 
the  quality  of  scholarship.  He  is 


in  charge  of  the  general  re¬ 
quirements  for  graduation  and 
develops  specific  objectives  and 
means  of  evaluation  of  all 
phases  of  instruction.  He  also 
recommends  persons  for  ap¬ 
pointment  or  replacement. 

Dean  Miller  coordinates  ar¬ 
rangements  with  the  University 
of  Missouri  for  the  graduation 
program  on  campus  and  keeps 
a  list  of  volunteer  tutors  avail¬ 
able  to  students  needing  the 
help  of  a  tutor. 

Dr.  Charles  Koerble  is  Dean 
of  Students.  His  duties  include 
directing  and  coordinating  all 
student  personnel  services  and 
all  college  testing  of  students 
and  the  orientation  programs. 
He  serves  as  a  counselor  for 
students  with  personal,  social, 
academic,  and  vocational  prob¬ 
lems,  and  helps  to  develop  a 
well-balanced  social  program. 

In  addition,  Dr.  Koerble 
attends  regular  meetings  of 
the  Student  Senate  and 
serves  as  an  adviser  to  the 
Student  -  Faculty  Discipline 


Committee.  He  was  recent¬ 
ly  appointed  director  of  the 
newly  instituted  Veterans’ 
Administration  Guidance 
Center. 

Miss  Karen  Licklider  as  Dean 
of  Women  counsels  all  women 
students  in  personal  and  social 
dress.  She  directs,  inspects, 
and  approves  all  women’s  hous¬ 
ing.  She  supervises  the  direct¬ 
ors  of  the  residence  halls  for 
women. 

Miss  Licklider  also  attends 
meetings  of  the  Pan-Hellenic 
Council,  Associated  Women  Stu¬ 
dents,  the  Student-Faculty  Af¬ 
fairs  Committee,  and  serves  as 
an  adviser  to  the  Student-Fac¬ 
ulty  Discipline  Committee. 

Bruce  Wake  directs  on-cam- 
pus  housing  units  for  men.  He 
also  supervises  dormitory  ac¬ 
tivities  for  men. 

All  of  these  deans  are  avail 
able  for  counseling  concerning 
a  student’s  personal,  social,  ac¬ 
ademic,  or  vocational  prob¬ 
lems.

Group  Insurance  Plan 
Available  to  Students 

A  group  student  accident 
and  sickness  insurance  policy 
is  available  to  Northwest  Mis¬ 
souri  State  College  students. 

For  the  second  year,  the 
Transit  Casualty  Company  of 
St.  Louis,  is  underwriting  the 
plan  offered  at  NWMSC. 

The  plan  protects  the  insured 
students  and  their  insured  de¬ 
pendents  at  home,  at  school  or 
while  traveling,  24  hours  a  day 
for  the  policy  period.  When  the 
insured  requires  medical  serv¬ 
ice,  due  to  accident,  the  com- 
pany  will  pay  up  to  $500  for 
each  accident. 

“Students  that  have  this  cov¬ 
erage  and  have  a  claim  should 
report  to  the  health  service 
office,”  advised  Robert  C.  Hun¬ 
ter,  policy  administrator  for  the 
company. 

Through  the  program, 
NWMSC  students  are  getting 
the  benefit  of  a  policy  coordi¬ 
nated  with  the  college  health 
service,  and  designed  especial¬ 
ly  for  schools  of  this  type.  The 
enrollment  period  has  been  ex¬ 
tended  to  Oct.  1,  with  benefits 
effective  on  the  date  the  enroll¬ 
ment  card  is  received.

Outline  College  Policy 

The  policy  of  Northwest  Mis¬ 
souri  State  College  is  outlined 
in  the  college  catalog,  avail¬ 
able  to  freshmen.  Facts  con¬ 
cerning  attendance,  illness,  and 
examinations  should  be  review¬ 
ed  by  all  in-coming  freshmen 
and  transfer  students. 

Although  the  college  has  no 
regulation  governing  the  max¬ 
imum  allowable  “cuts”  in  a 
given  course,  teachers  may  use 
their  own  judgment  about  pen¬ 
alties  for  missed  classes.  Stu¬ 
dents  are  advised  to  check  with 
each  individual  teacher  on  his 
policy.  Students  are  expected  to 
attend  all  classes  unless  they 
are  ill,  absent  from  the  cam¬ 
pus  on  college-sponsored  trips, 
or  attending  to  personal  mat¬ 
ters  of  importance  which  can¬ 
not  be  attended  to  during  free 
hours. 

The  instructors  are  under  no 
obligation  to  assist  in  make-up 
work  of  students  who  are  ab¬ 
sent  for  other  reasons.  Exam¬ 
inations  and  laboratory  exer¬ 
cises  missed  for  any  other  rea¬ 
son  may  be  recorded  as  “F” 
by  the  instructor. 

Any  student  who  fails  to  take 
examinations  at  the  time  an¬ 
nounced  may  take  special  ex¬ 


aminations  through  arrange¬ 
ments  at  the  Office  of  the  Dean 
of  Administration  and  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  a  fee  of  $1.00.  The  col¬ 
lege  will  provide  such  an  ex¬ 
amination  only  when  there  is 
good  reason  for  doing  so. 

Negative  credit  is  a  penalty 
of  one  negative  semester  hour 
entered  on  the  permanent  rec¬ 
ord  of  a  student.  Negative  cred¬ 
it  is  assessed  for  each  day,  or 
fraction  of  a  day,  of  unexcused 
absence  from  class  on  the  day 
preceding  or  following  a  holi¬ 
day.  Faculty  members  will  re¬ 
port  absences  to  the  Dean  of 
Administration.

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New  Regulations  Deal  With  Infractions 


New  regulations  pertaining  to  student  busi¬ 
ness  were  adopted  recently  by  the  Board  of 
Regents. 

Returned  checks — Any  student  having  a  check 
returned  to  the  college  unpaid  shall  have  one 
week  from  receipt  of  notice  from  the  college 
to  clear  the  check  and  pay  a  five  dollar  service 
charge  for  each  check  returned.  - 
Failure  to  clear  the  check  within  this  time 
limit  will  result  in  the  student’s  suspension 
from  all  college  classes  until  the  matter  has 
been  cleared.  All  repeat  infractions  will  be 
referred  to  the  college  disciplinary  committee 
for  action. 

Unpaid  long  distance  telephone  calls— origi¬ 
nating  from  a  college  telephone  or  number — 
Any  student  making  telephone  calls  from  or 
charging  a  call  to,  a  college  number  shall  have 
one  week  from  receipt  of  notice  from  the 
college  to  pay  for  the  call  and  tracing  charge 
plus  a  five  dollar  service  charge  for  each  call. 
Failure  to  clear  the  matter  within  this 


time  limit  will  result  in  the  student's  sus¬ 
pension  from  all  college  classes  until  the  matter 
has  been  cleared.  All  repeat  infractions  will  be 
referred  to  the  college  disciplinary  committee. 

Non-registration  of  an  automobile— Any  stu¬ 
dent  driving  a  motor  vehicle  in  or  near  Mary¬ 
ville  shall  register  that  vehicle  with  the  col¬ 
lege  in  his  own  name,  regardless  of  ownership. 

Failure  to  do  so  will  subject  the  offender  to  a 
ten  dollar  fine  which  must  be  paid  within  one 
week  from  receipt  of  notice  from  the  college. 
Failure  to  clear  the  fine  within  this  time  limit 
will  result  in  suspension  from  classes  until  the 
matter  has  been  cleared.  (Also  see  misre¬ 
presentation  or  false  statements.) 

Overdue  charge  accounts— Any  student  hav 
ing  an  account  with  the  college  which  is  overdue 
shall  have  one  week  from  receipt  of  notice  U 
clear  the  matter  or  be  suspended  from  classes 
Misrepresentation  or  false  statements  on  cot 
lege  records  will  subject  the  offender  to  dis 
ciplinary  action  which  may  include  dismiss® 
from  college.

Editors  of  the  Northwest  Missourian  have  agreed  to  a  policy 
in  regard  to  the  printing  of  items  about  controvcisial  prob¬ 
lems  on  campus  and  letters-to-the  editor. 

The  staff  and  Northwest  Missouri  State  College  adminis¬ 
tration  have  agreed  to  publish  signed  letters-to-the-editor  re¬ 
ceived  from  students  or  faculty  members  that  are  written  in 
good  taste,  contain  fewer  than  100  words,  and  do  not  denounce 
the  character  of  anyone.  Although  all  letters  must  be  signed 
and  supported  by  their  author,  the  writer’s  name  will  not 
have  to  appear  in  print. 

The  editors  reserve  the  right  to  decide  whether  or  not  a 
letter  will  be  printed,  to  condense  a  letter,  and  to  use  por¬ 
tions  of  several  letters  in  a  column  if  there  are  many  dif¬ 
ferent  comments  on  the  same  subject. 

The  objective  of  the  editors  is  to  report  the  main  facts  of 
news  story  and  varied  angles  of  a  controversial  matter. 
Readers  are  reminded,  however,  that  editorials  and  letters 
are  not  necessarily  the  opinion  of  the  staff  or  the  adviser 
of  the  Northwest  Missourian,  or  of  the  NWMSC  faculty  and 
administration.

Bearcats  to  Face  Peru  Bobcats 
In  Second  Grid  Encounter 


In  their  second  outing  of  the 
season,  the  Northwest  Missou¬ 
ri  State  Bearcats  will  tangle 
with  non-conference  foe  Peru 
State  Saturday  at  Peru,  Neb. 

Last  season,  Maryville 
rapped  Peru,  28-18,  with  a  po¬ 
tent  attack  through  the  air¬ 
ways  and  on  the  ground.  Bear¬ 
cat  Mike  Crank,  sophomore 
fullback,  starred  in  last  year’s 
game  by  scoring  two  touch¬ 
downs  in  the  first  half. 

Strength  through  ttie  middle 
of  the  line  and  Carl  Satterfield, 
a  capable  sophomore  quarter¬ 
back,  make  the  Bobcats  tough 
competitors.  Satterfield  passed 
for  all  three  Peru  tallies  in 
last  year’s  encounter  with  the 
Bearcats. 

Outstanding  returnees  in 
the  interior  line  include 
Bernie  Brown,  at  a  guard 
slot;  John  Gilmore,  a  be¬ 
hemoth  tackle  who  weighs 
in  at  250;  A1  Sullivan  and 
John  Creamer,  ends. 

Running  out  of  the  wing-T, 
the  Bobcats’  big  threat  to  the 
Bearcats’  defense  will  be  the 
passing  combination  of  Satter¬ 
field  to  Sullivan,  and  Satter¬ 
field’s  elusive  ball-carrying 
tactics. 

With  all  but  one  of  Peru’s 
secondary  defenders  from  last 
year  returning,  the  team 
should  have  a  strong  pass  de¬ 
fense.  Most  of  the  offensive 
and  defensive  chores  will  be 
handled  by  sophomores,  who 
played  on  Peru’s  finest  ever 
frosh  squad  in  ’65. 

With  30  returning  lettermen, 
the  Bearcats  could  have  one  of 
the  best  seasons  in  history.  But 
head  Coach  Ivan  Schottel  is 
quick  to  point  out  that  quite  a 
few  gaps  must  be  filled  in  the 
offensive  and  defensive  rosters. 

Sorely  missed  from  last  sea¬ 
son’s  team,  which  finished  with 
a  6-3  win-loss  record,  will  be 
All  -  MIAA  quarterback  Leo 
Pappas,  who  called  the  shots 
for  the  Bearcats  for  three  sea¬ 
sons.

Jim  Blankenship,  ranked 
third  among  MIAA  rushers 
last  year,  Mike  Peterson, 
and  Mickey  Thompson 
have  returned  to  the  offen¬ 
sive  backfield  for  their 
final  year  of  competition. 
Dave  Bussjaegcr,  a  two- 
year  veteran  at  halfback 
and  fullback,  has  returned 
from  the  service  and  will 
add  depth  to  the  backfield. 
Other  outstanding  running 
backs  include  Joe  Spinello, 
used  mostly  on  kick-off  and 
punt  returns  last  season;

The  loss  of  Dick  Hienen,  an 
All-American  center,  All-MIAA 
tackle-end  Jim  Redd,  and  the 
right  guard  strength  of  Bob 
Rempe  last  year,  may  give  the 
Bearcats  more  trouble. 

Jon  Nopoulos,  a  junior 
letterman,  is  a  top  contend¬ 
er  at  the  right  guard.  At 
tackles,  Roger  Schlegel- 
and  Paul  Meyer  arc  ex¬ 
pected  to  give  Peru  ball 
carriers  something  to  wor¬ 
ry  about. 

Tim  O’Rourke,  230-pound 
center,  and  All-MIAA  Bob 
Albanese  and  Leon  Muff  at  the 
flanks  round  out  a  fairly  strong 
offensive  line. 

The  Bearcats  lost  four  defen¬ 
sive  ends  last  season.  Marshall 
Tonnies  and  Brian  Ranum, 
both  juniors,  have  been  the  top 
competitors  for  that  post.  Ed 
Wiskowski,  Bob  Leach,  and  Ed 
Byron  anchor  the  interior  line. 
In  the  period  since  the  series 


began  between  Peru  and  Mary¬ 
ville,  the  Bearcats  have  main¬ 
tained  a  three-game  edge  on 
the  Bobcats  with  a  10-7-3  slate.

Schottel  came  to  MSC  after 
spending  a  successful  13  years 
as  football  coach  at  St.  Bene¬ 
dict’s  College,  Atchison,  Kas. 
His  teams  at  St.  Benedict’s 
won  53,  lost  35  and  tied  2,  tak¬ 
ing  five  Central  Intercollegiate 
Conference  championships. 

A  1947  graduate  of  NWMSC, 
Schottel  was  a  three-sport  let¬ 
terman  in  football,  basketball, 
and  track.  In  1941,  he  was 
named  to  the  All-MIAA  Con¬ 
ference  team  as  a  quarter¬ 
back. 

After  serving  in  both  the  Ar¬ 
my  and  Navy  during  World 
War  II,  Schottel  spent  three 
seasons  as  quarterback  and 
end  for  the  Detroit  Lions  pro¬ 
fessional  football  team.  He  di¬ 
rected  Atchison,  Kas.,  High 
School  teams  before  taking  the 
head  coaching  assignment  at 
St.  Benedict’s  in  1953. 

Assistant  Coach  Earl  Baker 
coached  at  Cameron  High 
School  before  accepting  a 
coaching  position  with  the 
Bearcats  in  1961.  As  a  high 
school  taskmaster,  his  teams 
compiled  an  impressive  51-8-4 
record  and  won  three  confer¬ 
ence  championships. 

Graduated  from  Missouri 
Valley  College  in  1950,  Baker 
was  an  All-Conference  guard 
and  football  mainstay  for  four 
years.  He  received  his  MA  de¬ 
gree  from  NEMSTC  at  Kirks- 
ville  in  1957.
